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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Luce stated that Applicants do not agree that Hashimoto 
teaches having an output of a second operational amplifier (OP2) connected via a third resistor (R3) to a device for 
generating a selectable desired voltage, with a noninverting input of the third operational amplifier (OP3) being 
grounded. The Examiner noted that although Applicants' claim 1 has a "second operational amplifier" and a "third 
operational amplifer" it does not have a first operational amplifier so only two amplifiers are required; a first operational 
amplifer is introduced in claim 5. Similarly, Claim 1 also does not have a first resistor and a second resistor, so only 
one resistor is required . In any event, the Examiner mantains that Rf in Figure 15 of Hashimoto corresponds to the 
claimed third resistor and op-amps 1607 and 1608, respectively, to the claimed third operational amplifier and the 
second operational amplifier . Mr. Luce also stated that Hashimoto does not appear to teach a single reference 
electrode (to which claim 1 is not limited). The Examiner that Hashimoto does appear to disclose having selected rows 
and columns of electrodes at a desired potential, which may effectively the same as having a single electrode.

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
